Cause Of Crime 


SAN FRANCISCO, (iP)—The work of 
crime prevention must begin in the 
home and school, Warden James John- 
ston of Alcatraz prison today told the 
members of San Francisco’s Parert- 
Teachers Association. 

“Prisons have an important work to 
do. But the finest prison ever built is 
only a monument to neglected youth,” 
Johnston said. 

“Most offenders are young, very 
young, rash, reckless, bold even in their 
teens. Most first terms in prison have 
long records of delinquencies dating 
into early childhood,” Johnston said.

“The problem child of yesterday isthe 
bandit of today. The unsolved prob- 
lem is the genesis of crime. The first 
steps are truancy, irregular attend- 
ance at school and transfers from 
school to school. When these become 
a habit with a child, he is just a step 
from crime.”

OHIPPERS FIGHT 
RATE INGREAGE 


Proposed Boost Would 
Double Or Treble 
Present Freight Cost 


SACRAMENTO—Nearly a score of 
shippers of Sacramento Valley and 
mountain counties will appear as wit- 
nesses before the California State Rail- 
road Commission in Sacramento Mon- 
day, November 8th, to oppose an in- 
crease in California freight rates on 
less than carload shipments. 

The rates proposed by Southern Cal- 
ifornia motor truck operators would 
double and in some cases treble exist- 
ing rates and would hit the pockel- 
book of almost every person in Califor- 
nia, according to W. G. Stone, manager 
of the transportation department of. 
the Sacramento Chamber of Com- 
merce,, who is leading the fight against 
the increase. He said the increase 
would almost force the shippers of 
small lots of freight into the trucking 
business in order to stay in competi- 
tion with other shippers. Under the 
scale shippers of large lots would get 
a much lower rate than smaller ship- 
pers. 

Stone pointed out that a 100 pound 
sack of sugar shipped from Sacramen- 
to to Vacaville under the present scale 
would cost only 20 cents, while it would 
be 48 cents under the new scale. The 
shipper would have to send 40 sacks to 
get a 24-cent rate, and 300 sacks would

14 KILLED IN 
MINE BLAST 


8 Others Feared Hopelessly 
Trapped As 5 Of Crew Flee 
Workings After Explosion - 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (iP)}—Fourteen 
men were killed in on explosion that 
set fire to the Evan Jones coal mine at 
Jonesville, 70 miles north of here, EK 
J. Loussac, vice-president of the coal 
company, reported today. 

Loussac, returning here from the 
mine, said that the bodies of six men 
were recovered and that there was no 
hope for eight other men trapped in 
the workings. 

Five miners escaped after the blast, 
he said. 

Loussac reported that the six bodies
